When you arrive in Gainesville on game day, it will 
probably be to your advantage to drop by the Sports 
Publicity Office in the BASEMENT of FLORIDA 
GYMNASIUM. We can help with whatever problem 
you might have, and telephone and typewriter accom- 
modations are available. In using your Press Deck, 
Radio Deck or Movie Deck ticket, you will enter the 
Main Gate in the center of the West Side (Press Box 
Side) of the Stadium. An elevator will deliver you 
to the proper deck of the Press Box. Please wear your 
Press Box Ticket in sight (it has a built-in button hole.) 


ABOUT RADIO BROADCASTS 


Out of state stations must first clear through the 
athletic Association of the visiting team, (Citadel, 
Clemson, Georgia, Auburn, and Kentucky) and having 
received authorization to broadcast, must then advise 
Major Garland Powell, Radio Station WRUF, Gaines- 
ville, Florida, of their intention to broadcast. 

To stations originating a broadcast at the Stadium, 
the Florida Sports Publicity Department will provide: 
(1) the broadeasting booth or space, (2) three official 
game programs, (3) official game statistics within five 
minutes of the end of the half and again within five 
minutes of the end of the game, (4) the broadcasting 
telephone line from the Stadium to the University 
switchboard (You must arrange with the telephone 
company from the University switchboard on), (5) a 
Florida spotter provided you request one two weeks 
prior to the game and with the understanding that 
the station will pay the spotter $5.00. 

If you need a spotter to identify players of the 
visiting team, it will be necessary for you to make 
arrangements with the visiting team. If you need 
facilities additional to those listed above, we will make 
every effort to provide them AT YOUR EXPENSE 
and provided we are notified of your additional needs 
not less than two weeks prior to the date of the game.

FACTS ABOUT 
THE UNIVERSITY 
LOCATION 


Gainesville, Florida, the University City, is located 
in the north-central section of the State, about equi- 
distant-—70 miles from the Atlantic Ocean and the 
Gulf of Mexico. It is 70 miles southwest of Jackson- 
ville, 120 miles northwest of Orlando and 150 miles 
southeast of Tallahassee, capital of Florida. A modern 
town of 26,861 population, Gainesville is among the 
South’s most rapidly growing cities. 


HISTORICAL STATEMENT 


In 1853 the foundation work of the present Univer- 
sity of Florida was laid in Ocala when a small private 
school, East Florida Independent Institute, was opened. 
Florida Agricultural College was established at Lake 
City in 1883, and by 1905 six colleges were at least in 
part state supported. With the passage of the Buckman 
Act in 1905, the University of Florida was established 
in its present Gainesville location. Its destiny has been 
guided since that time by four presidents: Dr. Andrew 
Sledd (1905-09), Dr. Albert A. Murphree (1909-28), 
Dr. John J. Tigert (1928-47), and Dr. J. Hillis Miller 
(1947- ). 


ENROLLMENT 


The total enrollment at the University of Florida 
for the regular 1951-52 term was 9,000, of which ap- 
proximately 2,000 were women. 


COLLEGES 


Among the units which make up the University of 
Florida are 10 colleges, 4 schools and numerous di- 
visions and departments. The University’s 10 colleges 
include: University, Agriculture, Architecture and 
Allied Arts, Arts and Sciences, Business Administra- 
tion, Education, Engineering, Law, Pharmacy, Physical 
Education and Health. Schools include: Forestry, 
Graduate, Journalism and the School of Inter-American 
studies. 

Added in 1949 was the Cancer Research Laboratory. 
Of special importance in the national emergency is the 
Department of Military Science and Tactics which 
serves both the Army and Air Force. Other units in- 
clude: Division of Music, Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Engineering Experiment Station, Agricultural 
Extension Service, General Extension Division, the 
Division of Libraries and Division of Public Relations. 


PHYSICAL PLANT 


The University’s permanent physical plant has been 
greatly expanded during the past few years. Buildings 
recently completed include the Classroom-Administra- 
tion Building, the Gymnasium Auditorium, two units of 
the Engineering and Industries Building, the Student 
Service Center, seven dormitories, additions to the 
Law Building, Chemistry-Pharmacy Building, Cafe- 
teria, Infirmary, Hydraulics Laboratory, Library, Heat- 
ing Plant, Army and Air Force R.O.T.C. Building, and 
Stadium, along with many other changes and additions 
to existing buildings. Largest building currently under 
construction is a $2,000,000 student residence hall. 
A College of Business Administration building is sched- 
uled fay construction shortly. 
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BOB WOODRUFF 
Director of Athletics 


George Robert Woodruff is in his third season as 
ringmaster of the Florida Gators. 

He was born at Athens, Georgia. The family 
soon moved to Savannah 
where he played three years 
of high schoo] football before 
entering the University of 
Tennessee. During the seasons 
of 1936-37-38, Woodruff was 
a standout tackle on _ the 
teams of General Bob Ney- 
land which turned in a 23-5-5 
record. 

Immediately after receiving 
a degree in engineering from 
the University of Tennessee in 
1939, Woodruff joined the 
Volunteer staff as assistant 
coach and was with Tennessee in that capacity when the 
teams of 1939 and 1940 dropped decisions to South- 
ern California and Boston College in the Rose Bowl 
and Sugar Bowl games respectively. 

Coach Woodruff entered the Army in 1941 and rose 
to the rank of Major in the Army Engineers with 4 
years service before receiving his discharge in 1946. 

For the football seasons of 1944 and 1945 he was 
assistant coach at West Point. Both of those seasons 
the Black Knights of the Hudson, manipulated by 
Coach Earl (Red) Blaik, thundered to national col- 
legiate gridiron championships. 

The next season, 1946, Woodruff returned South 
to join the Georgia Tech staff as line coach. That 
year Tech turned in a 9-2 record, ineluding a 41-19 
victory over Tulsa in the Oil Bowl. 

In the Spring of 1947 Woodruff answered a call 
to Baylor University as head coach of the Southwest 
Conference Bears that had floundered in the league’s 
cellar the year before with only one victory in nine 
starts. 

The rough and ready Southwest had its eyes popped 
open early in the 1947 season when Baylor ripped its 
way to four straight victories—one a startling upset 
of Arkansas—before Texas halted the surge of the 
Bears. Baylor won five and lost five that year. 

Came 1948 and a still more improved Bear eleven. 
They fought their way to a regular season record of 
five wins, three losses and two ties. Then on January 
Ist Baylor added another scalp by clipping Wake 
Forest 20 to 7 in the Delta Bowl game. 

In 1949 Baylor made the going still harder for 
the giants of the Southwest and went down to the 
wire as the challenger to Rice for the Southwest Con- 
ference championship. The Owls had to come from 
behind for a 21 to 7 title win. Woodruff’s record for 
his final year at Baylor was eight wins and two losses. 

The auburn-haired, easy-going native Georgian faced 
very much the same reconstruction problem in Gaines- 
ville that greeted him in Waco three years ago when 
he took the step up into the head coaching ranks. 

Woodruff’s two Gator elevens (of 1950 and 1951) 
broke exactly even both seasons with 5-5 records 
against rugged schedules that have included the best 
of the Southeastern Conference. 

Coach and Mrs. Woodruff (Margaret) have an eight 
year old son, Scooter. 
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THE GATOR COACHES 


COACH HOBART HOOSER 


Hobe Hooser was born at Haley, 
Tennessee, and graduated from the 
University of Tennessee with a 
Bachelor of Science degree in Edu- 
cation in 1928. He received the 
Master degree in administration and 
physical education from Peabody 
in 1942. In 1925-26-27, Hooser 
played on Tennessee teams that 
won 22 games, Icst two and tied 
two. He turned in three years as head coach at John- 
son City before moving to Lake City, Florida, for an 
eleven-year stretch that saw his football teams win 
73, lose 30 and tie 7. He yeturned to the University 
of Tennessee as line coach under Coach John Barnhill 
in 1942. That year the Vols defeated Tulsa in the 
Sugar Bowl. After three Naval years with overseas 
service in the Pacific, Hooser became line coach at the 
University of Arkansas for the seasons of 1946-47- 
48-49. In 1946 the Razorbacks won the Southwest 
Conference title and tied LSU in the Sugar Bowl. 
The next year Arkansas defeated William and Mary 
in the Dixie Bowl. He joined the Florida staff in 
February of 1950. Coach Hooser married Gertrude 
Morgan, of Richard City, Tennessee. 


COACH JOHN EIBNER 


John Eibner was born at Elyria, 
Kentucky, but most of his boy- 
hood was spent at Mt. Sterling, 
which he now calls home. He 
graduated from the University of 
Kentucky in 1941 as a_ history 
and political science major. As 
a Kentucky tackle he made the 
All-SEC teams in 1938 and 1939. 
He played for the Philadelphia 
Eagles in 1941 and 1942 and again in 1946. In 
between were three Naval years with destroyer service 
in the South Pacific and Far East. In 1947 he coached 
football, basketball and baseball at Prestonburg (Ky.) 
High School. His teams won ten of eleven football 
games and went undefeated in baseball until the South- 
ern High School championship play-offs In 1948 
Eibner was line coach at the University of Miami. He 
joined the Florida staff in February of 1950. Coach 
Eibner married Katie Oakley, of Mt. Sterling, Ky. The 
other member of the family is “Patches,” a huge black- 
and-white Cocker Spaniel. 
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THE GATOR COACHES 


COACH JOHN MAUER 


John Mauer was born at Aurora, 
Iliinois, and attended high school 
at Batavia where he played foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball. He 
graduated from the University of 
Illinois in Physical Education in 
1926, With the Illini, he played 
his football under Coach Bob 
Zuppke and was a_ teammate 
with gridiron’s immortal Gallopin’ 
Ghost, Red Grange. Mauer played thiee years of 
basketball at Illinois and captained the 1925 team 
as a junior. The following year as a senior he made 
the All-Big Ten team as a forward. He was head 
coach of all sports at Batavia High for the year 1926-27 
and then went to the University of Kentucky as head 
basketball coach and football assistant for 1927-28-29- 
30. For the next eight years he was head basketball 
eoach and football end coach at Miami (Ohio) Univer- 
sity and in October of 1928 Coach Mauer went to the 
University of Tennessee as varsity basketball coach. 
He was there for eight seasons before joining the West 
Point staff as head basketball coach and football assist- 
ant for the seasons 1947-48-49-50-51. He joined the 
University of Florida staff as head basketball coach 
and varsity backfield coach in the spring of 1951. In 
his first basketball season at Florida, Coach Mauer’s 
Gators had a 15-9 record and placed forward Rick 
Casares on the All-SEC second team. Coach and Mrs. 
Mauer (Grace) have two boys: Jack, age 24; and 
Ronnie, age 18. 


COACH HANK FOLDBERG 


Hank Foldberg was born at 
Dallas, Texas. He attended Sun- 
set High School in Dallas, and en- 
tered Texas A & M for two years 
and lettered in football as a sopho- 
more under Coach Homer Norton 
and in basketball under Coach 
Marty Karow. He entered the 
armed services to spend three 
months in ASTP at East Texas 
State Teachers College and three months at West Point 
Preparatory School at Cornell University. Foldberg 
entered the U. S. Military Academy at West Point in 
July 1944 and graduated in July 1948. He played both 
offensive and defensive end and was selected on prac- 
tically everybody’s All-America teams in 1945 and 1946. 
He also won two letters at Army in basketball and two 
in Lacross. He was selected on the All-America 
Lacross second team in 1947. Coach Foldberg played 
professional football with the Brooklyn Dodgers in 
1948 and the Chicago Hornets in 1949. He joined the 
Purdue University coaching staff for the 1950 season 
and was end coach at Texas A & M during 1951. His 
brother, Dan, was Captain of the West Point football 
team of 1950 and made the All-America team that year. 
Coach and Mrs. Foldberg (the former Margaret Smith, 
of Knoxville Tennessee) have two children: three year 
old Elaine and two year old Henry. 
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THE GATOR COACHES 


COACH DALE HALL 


Dale S. Hall was born at Pitts- 
burg, Kansas, but the folks lived 
in Parsons, Kansas, and that is con- 
sidered hometown. He went to 
graded school and high school in 
Parsons. He entered the U. 5. 
Military Academy at West Point 
in July 1942, graduated in June 
1945 and received his Masters de- 
gree in Physical Education from 
Purdue University in 1951. At West Point he played 
three years in the backfield under Coach Earl Blaik, 
won three letters in basketball and three in tennis. 
He was a member of West Point’s 1948-44 and 1944-45 
basketball teams that lost only one game in two 
seasons and were recognized as the top collegiate team 
though they were unable to play in the national basket- 
ball playoffs. He was selected on most of the All- 
America teams as a junior and a senior. After gradu- 
ation he remained with the army for six months at 
Ft. Knox, three years in Germany and a year with the 
Replacement Training Center at Ft. Knox. In October 
of 1949 he joined the Purdue University coaching 
staff as backfield coach and then coached the Pur- 
due freshmen for the 1950 season. In August 1951 he 
went to the University of New Hampshire as footbail 
assistant and head coach of basketball and tennis. He 
joined the University of Florida staff in July 1952. 
Coach and Mrs. Hall (Faye) have one daughter: two- 
year-old Laura Jean. 


COACH JOHN RAUCH 


Johnny Rauch was born at 
Philadelphia, Penna., but his folks 
moved te Yeardon, Penna., when 
he was six years old and that 
has been hometown ever. since. 
He attended grammar school at 
the William B. Evans school in 
Yeardon and then went to Year- 
don High. Rauch entered the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in June of 1945 
and received a B. S. degree in Education in June 1950. 
Rauch stepped into the T-formation quarterback spot 
for Coach Wally Butts and held on to the position for 
three seasons. During that period the Bulldogs played 
in four Bowl games (Oil, Sugar, Gator and Orange) 
and Rauch was selected on the All-Southeastern Con- 
ference second teams in 1946 and 1947 and moved up 
to the first team for his play in 1948. He played pro- 
fessional fcotball for the N. Y. Bulldogs (National 
League) in 1949, for the N. Y. Yankees (National 
League) in 1950 and for the N. Y. Yankees and Philadel- 
phia Eagles in 1951. In 1950 his percentage of pass 
completions was second in the National League to 
Bob Waterfield of the Los Angeles Rams. He joined 
the University of Florida staff in June of 1952. Coach 
and Mrs. Rauch (Jane) have two children, four-year-old 
Nancy Lee and one-year-old John Alan. 
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THE GATOR COACHES 
COACH DAVE FULLER 


Dave Fuller was born at Wake 
Forest, N. C., and received his 
degree in Education from Wake 
Forest in 1940. He played three 
years of football, three years of 
basketball and three years of base- 
ball for Wake Forest. A three- 
sport coach at Hertford (N. C.) 
High School before entering the 
Navy for a four-year period, Fuller 
joined the University of Florida staff in 1946. He is 
head coach of varsity baseball. Last season (1952) his 
diamond Gators had a 23-4 season, won the South- 
eastern Conference championship and lost to Duke in 
the finals of the NCAA District 3 championship at 
Kannapolis, N. C. Coach Fuller married Patricia 
Stephens of Hertford, N. C., and they have four 
children: David, Pat, Len and John. 


COACH DICK JONES 


Richard (Dick) Jones was born 
in Atlanta, Georgia, and attended 
Boys’ High through his junior year, 
making the all-state football team 
as a center under Coach R. L. 
(Shorty) Doyal. Jones attended 
Gordon Military College at Barnes- 
ville, Ga., his senior year and grad- 
uated in 1936. Coach Jones at- 
tended the University of Georgia 
for three years and then went into business for him- 
self as a manufacturer’s agent. In 1941 he accepted a 
position as assistant coach at Boys’ High and remained 
there until he joined the Georgia Tech staff as trainer 
in 1946. He was head freshman coach at Georgia Tech 
in 1948 and moved to the varsity staff the next year. 
Doyal named Jones as center on the Boys’ High all- 
time team, covering some two decades of coaching. 
Coach Jones joined the University of Florida staff in 
September of 1951, He and Mrs. Jones (irene) have 
two children, 11-year old Dickie and six-year old 
Andrea. 


TRAINER SAM LANKFORD 


Sam Lankford was born at 
Union, S. C. He attended the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee and _ later 
boxed professionally in the 125- 
pound class for several years. 
While in the Army for a 39-month 
tour of duty he was trainer of 
the Randolph Field world cham- 
pionship service team in 1944. 
Lankford joined the University of 
Arkansas staff as trainer for the four years of 1946- 
47-48-49, He was with the Razorback Cotton Bowl 
and Dixie Bow! football teams in 1947 and 1948, and 
basketball co-champion of the Southwest Conference 
in 1949 and 1950. He joined the University of Florida 
staff in August of 1950. Trainer and Mrs. Lankford

“MILLER RECALLS CHRISTENING 
OF UF TEAMS AS ‘ALLIGATORS’ 


“A Jacksonville lawyer ‘christened’ the University 
of Florida’s football team 41 years ago when he gave 
a pennant-designing firm in Charlottesville, Va., the 
spur-of-the-moment suggestion of “The Alligators.’ 


“Austin Miller, who has practiced law here since 
shortly after his graduation from the University of 
Virginia in 1910, yesterday recalled the circumstances 
surrounding the choice of a name for Florida Univer- 
sity’s athletie teams. It happened in the fall of 1907, 
a year after the University at Gainesville had fielded 
its first football team. 

“Miller, a native of Gainesville, was enrolled in the 
University of Virginia at the time and was visited by 
his father, Phillip Miller, a Gainesville merchant. The 
elder Miller, who died nine years ago, then owned and 
operated a combination drug store and stationery store 
in Gainesville, a popular rendezvous for university 
students. 

“While in Charlottesville the father decided to order 
some pennants and banners for the University of 
Florida from the Michie Company, which was engaged 
in the manufacture of such items. The Millers went 
to the firm, where they were shown samples of pennants 
which featured the Yale bulldog, the Princeton tiger 
and other school emblems. When the manager asked 
for Florida’s emblem, the Millers realized the new 
school] had none. 

“Austin Miller said the name ‘Alligators’ occurred 
to him as a suitable emblem, both because the Michie 
manager said no other school had adopted it and 
because the alligator was native to this state. ‘I had 
no idea it would stick, or even be popular with the 
student body,’ Miller said. ‘We wanted to get the 
Michie firm started on the pennants as quickly as pos- 
sible, though, so they would be available in time for 
the opening of the 1908 school term. 

“The Michie manager complicated the ‘christening’ 
when he told young Miller he’d never seen an alligator 
and didn’t believe he could design one. The law student 
volunteered to find a suitable picture of a ‘gator. 
After much search, he said, he located a picture of 
one in the library of the University of Virginia, made 
a tracing of it, and supplied it to the company. 

“The first appearance of the alligator emblem, Miller 
recalled, was in his father’s Gainesville store in 1908. 
The Michie firm had supplied ‘Miller’s’ with blue ban- 
ners measuring six by three feet, showing a large 
orange alligator, and also with several different types 
of smaller banners and pennants. Some of them showed 
the alligator lying down, some rampant, while others 
included only the alligator’s head. 


“With the first display of the new banners and 
pennants in Gainesville, the name ‘Alligators’ to de- 
scribe the football team ‘caught on’ Miller recalled 
and, now contracted to ’Gators, has been the name of 
the school’s athletic teams ever since.”

U. T. was the first coeducational institution 
in America. The nickname ‘‘Volunteer’” is the nickname of the 
state and has become the name of all athletic teams of the Uni- 
versity. The name originated when Andrew Jackson successfully 
mustered armies of Tennessee volunteers to fight the Indians and 
also to participate in the battle of New Orleans; but the name 
beeame prominent when Governor Aaron Brown issued a call for 
2,800 men to serve in the Mexican War in 1848. Instead of 2,800, 
30,000 volunteered immediately. 

Football made its debut at Tennessee around the turn of the 
century. In 1914 the Vols had their first undefeated season and 
the only such season until General Neyland became head man in 
1926. Neyland’s record at Tennessee is one of the best records 
in eollegiate football. In a total of 199 games the Neyland- 
coached Vols have been victorious in 168, while losing 25 and 
tieing 11. 

Tennessee is a member of the Southeastern Conference and 
has participated in every major bowl in the country. Neyland 
was the first coach to send teams to the three major bowls in 
three consecutive years, The Vols dropped a 13-28 decision to 
Maryland in this year’s Sugar Bowl game. This will be the first 
Florida-Tennessee game since 1944. The Gators have never de- 
feated the Vols in football and saw a perfect Florida record 
ruined in the season’s final with the Vols in 1928 (12-13), the 
year Florida paced the nation in scoring. The Florida-Tennessee 
football series, Florida seore first:
